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GROWING POINTS ADULT 
EDUCATION 


Fletcher 


CHANGE has been more striking, world change, than 
the alteracion outlook towards adult education during the 
past ten years. The old motive was the motive compensation, 
The educationally under-privileged were given second 
Unemployed people, those who could spare time from the sterner 
business increasing the bank balance, individuals with some kind 
gospel fad propagate; all these could take adult education, 
but not the normal person. the normal person did take 
was frill life; something added rather than part living 
itself. Now all that has changed. began after the depression 1929 
when started realize that, machine age, leisure was longer 
the exclusive privilege the wealthy. For the first time history 
all the people would able afford the time cultivate the good 
life. Since the Great War new view education has begun dominate 
the minds all social thinkers. the view education process 
running parallel with life and growth. begins before school days 
start. goes and grows richer after school days are over. 
something that all people need much they need physical bread 
eat. the midst much stark insanity, the dictator states have 
pioneered along one two sane lines, and one these the line 
adult education. The idea adult education, poisoned true 
the idea propaganda, but the idea adult education nevertheless, 
seen vital part new social programme, prime concern 
the community and therefore dealt with upon orderly plan, 
directed and financed with much care and even more energy than 
school education, the State. 


Adult Education Democracy 


curious and ironical fact that adult education has developed 
under dictatorship has solved the problem integrating the desire 

serve with the desire create. Large numbers the population, 
certainly majority, devote evening more week adult education 
activities that they feel will help them create new national culture. 
democratic countries not feel that are engaged the task 
creating new culture, but should feel that democracy 
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survive have got achieve its rebirth. The old bones need 
given new flesh. Already the challenges dictatorship have begun 
produce the desire for the strengthening and modifying all democratic 
social and cultural forms. such movement rebirth democracy, 
adult education bound the leaven the loaf. 

the first place there the simple necessity, world tending 
render unto Caesar the things that are re-emphasizing the 
importance the individual. want individuals enter into in- 
creasingly richer relations with the world around them. want the 
growing man and woman see everything worth seeing, hear and 
enjoy all beauty sound, and know the exhilaration muscular 
exercise. want individuals learn difficult skills because skilled 
actions give more delight than unskilled. want the mind 
enriched not only through the avenue sensation but also reason. 
Some want think about the problems economics politics. 
Some have more itch curiosity than others and are not satisfied 
until they see how everything fits with other things. want 
help people feel more deeply and improve the quality their 
emotional life through the avenue books, poetry, music, art and the 
drama. 

These are individual satisfactions, but democracy, this 
much concern the State its own continuance and domination 
over the individual. the same time the individual needs feel that 
his work fits with the work others, helping them live fully. 
Our own selves become greater when feel-part something greater 
still. The most important direction growth adult education should 
therefore education group living. This type education realistic. 
sets people work. group meets study; study leads group 
planning and planning group action. This the 
applied adult education. The project may economic, such the 
setting lobster factory, the organization unemployed 
factory; may administrative, the study civic 
improvements the larger unit school administration; may 
for the strengthening family life parent education; may 
concerned with community recreation the study the drama. 
every case study leading action. This type adult education 
tends more continuous than the individual type. Thinking leads 
creativeness and the practical needs keeping the practical child 
the mind alive and growing binds the study group together and makes 
persist. This just what democracy needs give strength. 
Exercising the vote, paying taxes, sitting jury and criticizing the 
government can never give life. This calls for continuous creative 
thinking and acting self-governing groups. many things our 
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complicated civilization seem beyond the control the 
that come think that the only way getting things done 
put pressure somebody put pressure somebody else who may 
it. the structure democracy, fortunately, almost everything 
that needs doing can done still small groups people willing 
study regularly and act with force and deliberation. 

general way these are the two main avenues advance that 
adult education Canada might follow; first, through the conception 
education continuous process terminated perhaps only changed 
death, placing the emphasis upon individual development; secondly, 
placing the emphasis upon group study for action, the vitalizing force 
movement rebirth democratic states. remains consider 
the methods followed order achieve these aims. Adult edu- 
cation Canada already strong plant, well rooted and thriving, 
pushing out shoots all directions. Which these hold most 
promise flower and Where pruning needed? How can the 
Canadian Association for Adult Education continue best the fine work 
has already initiated? These are the questions considered 
the second part this paper. attempt answer them, suggestions 
are made that are deliberately intended suggestive and provocative 
rather than categorical and final. 


Co-ordination 


HERE Canada healthy distrust planning. adult edu- 

cation any attempt impose any kind uniformity from above 
would most undesirable. Freedom, variation and voluntariness are 
the essence adult education. But possible carry this prefer- 
ence for liberty rather than efficiency too far. the democratic state 
utilize the full the energy that unquestionably released 
adult education there great need for co-ordination. There is, 
some cities, multiplicity voluntary organizations. There some 
overlapping and many gaps. religious, and propagandist 
interests sometimes work inside watertight compartments. Universities 
and governments move slowly and often without any clear plans pro- 
jected into the future. Into this scene the Canadian Association 
bringing coherence. Here one important growing point. 

Each university could undertake survey adult education over 
surrounding area find out what overlapping what gaps exist, 
and evaluate efforts present made. When province had been 
surveyed this fashion, permanent consultative committee, containing 
representatives the larger organizations, the universities and the 
government, should prepare three-year plan progress and 
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ordination. Such committee could advise teaching bodies the needs 
the area, and such matters library facilities and broadcast 
programmes could replace sporadic and mediocre efforts joint work 
high standard.

They must 
help students walk before they can run, without fitting them with 
mental crutches. bad study outline can exasperating keen 
study group. There great need for more first-class study outlines. 
There are not enough yet such fields parent education, home- 
making, home crafts and industries, the production play choral 
speech programme, school administration, and the manifold forms the 
co-operative movement. 

magazine such ADULT LEARNING, disseminating ideas among the 
initiators adult education, performs essential function. can also 
see place for totally different type publication. This publication 
would not for teachers and administrators but for the rank and file, 
for the adult education. would give title that would 
attract the ordinary man, such the New and 
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would contain sections with material assist all types adult 
education groups; sections parent education, economics, the 
co-operative movement, drama, craft work, books, the 
cultivation health and beauty, and on, with generous allowance 
pictures and diagrams. The aim would make such magazine 
self-supporting, using some the techniques the good modern 
pictorial weekly. Such magazine might meet genuine demand for 
adult education. Our experience Dalhousie University the pro- 
duction little magazine called Public part the extension 
work the Institute Public Affairs, was that the demand greatly 
exceeded our expectations although this was magazine dealing with 
very restricted field adult education. 


Leadership 


DULT education needs more than the written word. needs the 

living voice. policy and technique required for the holding 
short courses for Leaders. The pioneer work that has been done 
some universities and summer schools for teachers needs made 
more widely available through travelling school two three teachers 
specially trained conduct short leader’s course and moving from 
centre centre. 


Youth Movements 


VERYTHING that was written under the heading Co-ordination, 
applied adult movements, applies with even greater force 
adolescent movements. Democratic states need find the free and 
democratic counterpart the strong youth movements that canalize 
the enthusiasm and idealism adolescence into channels service 
dictator states. The direction advance here must through consul- 
tation with existing youth movements, students groups, youth councils 
and the like, since any new pulse life and unity must emerge from 
youth itself. The problem large and difficult one. But the need 
attack nevertheless strong. recent survey juvenile un- 
employed the city Halifax evinced case after case young man 
young woman pitifully eager find some avenue service society, 
anxious anything avoid the feeling being useless and failure, 
and the workers the survey grew deplore the lack any organi- 
zation that might utilize this will serve. 


The Listening Group Movement 


POWERFUL new weapon the hands the promoters adult 
education, especial importance country scattered popu- 
lation, the radio. Dictators have developed wonderful radio tech- 
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nique that has resulted the enslavement the intellect. Democracies 
must work out technique for its widespread use that liberating 
the dictator technique enslaving. The most useful pioneer work 
this type yet begun has been organized the British Broadcasting 
Corporation, under the title “The Listening Group 
Inspired this work, similar experiment was carried out this 
winter from the Maritimes broadcasting stations CHNS and CHNX. 
Thirteen short broadcasts were given once week, 8.45 p.m., 
registered listening groups. The talks were deliberately incomplete and 
suggestive, order that small groups meeting home round radio 
might continue discussion the point where the broadcaster left off. 
Study material was prepared, used the groups, and could 
had application the station. Every fourth broadcast was devoted 
questions problems sent the groups. Every sixth week 
city-wide rally study club members was held addressed outside 
speaker. the first these meetings about 400 individuals were 
present. Approximately study clubs were formed during the first 
week the broadcasts and clubs have continued grow the rate 
two three week. The growth the movement has led the 
more definite organization adult education the city. Ward com- 
mittees have been set all the ward divisions, co-ordinate and 
spread the growth study clubs. study centre opened 
the first week the new year library and study headquarters open 
all comers. Many study clubs have also arisen outside the city but 
lack money and personnel has prevented the organization these 
clubs into coherent movement. 

This has been modest experiment over limited region. The work 
done Great Britain shows that capable expansion over very 
wide areas and one the most economical forms adult education, 
the sense providing the maximum service for the least expenditure 
money and leadership. 

These are just few the possible growing points adult education 
Canada. There are many other avenues advance, but these seem 
paramount importance because their relation the future 
democracy. New beginnings the kind that have been discussed 
are showing themselves adult education not only Canada but all 
over the world. most other parts the world the fears actualities 
war divert them from the line true growth. Canada, the future 
creative work the field adult education surer and the promise 
correspondingly greater.

people but courses study. Educators this type remind 
very much spiders. Out their own experience and ideas they spin 
their courses and curriculums and having got the programme set they 
sit down wait for people pay fees and take lectures.

Adult education must meet people their own ground, 
answer their needs, and start with their interests. The adult who wishes 
secure some special vocational training not excluded but falls 
within special branch the work.

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ADULT EDUCATION 
NEWFOUNDLAND 


Vincent Burke 


EDUCATION, many worth-while projects for the benefit 
this country, the churches led the way, the first school having been 

opened Bonavista 1726 the Rev. Henry Jones, Church 
England clergyman, who came Newfoundland missionary the 
Society for the Propagation the Gospel. also credited with 
opening the first Adult School Newfoundland. That spirit which 
urged the Rev. Henry Jones make the first venture organizing 
education this country still survives, and there are more enthusiastic 
supporters and helpers Adult Education to-day Newfoundland 
than the clergymen the various denominations. 

One hundred and ten years afterwards, the State entered the field 
education and shortly after Representative Government was granted 
Newfoundland, find the Legislature grappling with the problem 
education. The new Legislature, realizing that democratic Government 
rests informed electorate, made its first grant £2,100 Sterling 
for the education the children Newfoundland. Over years 
before the Government took any practical interest education, there 
were Adult Schools the city St. John’s, under private auspices, 
and after the founding the Society for the Education the Poor 
Newfoundland 1823, Samuel Codner, Adult Education received 
filip, and Night Schools were held practically every place which 
the schools were established. The Society formed Samuel 


‘Codner eventually became the well-known and world-wide Colonial 


and Continental Church Society. 

After the Government schools were established, was customary 
many the settlements for the teachers these schools conduct 
Night Schools. 


Beginnings 


present system Adult Education started 1926, when the 
Carnegie Corporation New York very generously gave grant 
for Adult Education and Travelling Library. first established the 
Library various centres outside the city St. John’s, and having 
become convinced its success, we, 1929, invited Doctor Albert 
Mansbridge come Newfoundland and start the modern Adult 
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Education Movement. Doctor and Mrs. Mansbridge gave inspiring 
addresses public gatherings St. John’s and other parts the 
country, and the result their visit was that great interest was 
aroused Adult Education and the Newfoundland Adult Education 
Association was formed. The next year arranged for visit from 
Miss Wil Lou Gray, M.A., State Supervisor Adult Schools, South 
Carolina, and her secretary, Miss Erin Kohn, M.A. Their visit put the 
Adult Education Movement practical basis, and started the 
first Adult School the mining centre Bell Island. This was decided 
success, and then school was established St. John’s, and another 
rural community. These schools were successful that were 
encouraged on. present Field Secretary was sent Clemson 
College, South Carolina 1931, that she might become acquainted 
with the methods which were found successful that state. 
her return she put her methods into practice rural Adult school, 
and February, 1932, the first Training Class Adult Education 
methods was held. Six other teachers were engaged, and the work has 
been going ever since very successfully. The people like and appreciate 
our adult schools and they have now become institution. 


Government Support 


years ago the Commission Government with commendable 

foresight and realizing its responsibilities this direction, voted the 
sum $12,000 for the education adults, which was subsequently 
increased $15,000, and for the present year the grant for Adult 
Education $20,000. have now adult schools various parts 
the country among all classes people, learned and unlearned, from 
university graduates down beginners reading and writing. 
fact the demand for Adult Schools has been great that have been 
unable cope with it. 

Newfoundland the Adult Education Movement broad its 
conception, its practice and its studies. The subjects taught include 
Reading, Writing, Arithmetic, History, Geography, Art, Classical 
Languages, Modern Languages, Instrumental Music, Community 
Singing, Household Management, Cooking, Sewing, Knitting, Weaving, 
Navigation and other subjects suit individual needs. 

have system indigenous Newfoundland and suits our 
country. Over 200 centres have applied for Adult Schools. The students 
keep their interest from the beginning the term the end, and 
frequently have more the roll the end the term than had 
the beginning. educationist repute who came here last year, 
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one who has had experience Pennsylvania, New York State and 
Ontario, was very much taken with the good attendance found 
our Adult Schools, and asked what was the reason. His experience 
elsewhere was that the school opened with big flourish and much 
enthusiasm, and then after while the attendance decreased and 
paratively few remained the end the term, while here said 
found the reverse. 

have Travelling Lecturer and teacher Navigation, who not 
only teaches Navigation, but who lectures Newfoundland history, 
Poetry, tells Newfoundland stories and lectures the Newfoundland 
spirit. The plan somewhat the lines the Danish Folk School, 
but instead sending the pupils the teacher, send the teacher 
the pupils. have also day school teachers the outports teaching 
Navigation for term each winter. Last spring four students from our 
Navigation school Twillingate, were successful obtaining 
Certificates. 

had enrolled our Adult Schools last year, exclusive those 
students who attended the Methodist College Literary Institute, the Holy 
Cross Literary Association, the Llewellyn Club, the Patricians Club, and 
the Evening Classes the Memorial University College, 2,751 students, 
whose average attendance was per cent. 

Our Adult Education teachers are specially trained for the work. 
They make the Adult School real community centre and they can, 
and do, teach absolute beginners read and write within two months. 


Navigation 


UTSIDE the city St. John’s, Navigation classes were held 
five centres, with attendance 337 students. These classes 
have been popular that had engage extra male teacher this 
year. every case the School Boards offered the use their building, 
and the Chairman the Board gave introductory address. The 
great increase the numbers attending the course and lectures 
our Travelling Lecturer and teacher Navigation indication the 
interest the people take these classes. Mr. English, his report, 
says: obvious many thinking men our outports that trans- 
formation surely coming the fishing industry.

lation whole backed their leaders look upon their right 
possess least elementary education. not presumptuous 
enough say that everybody has yet taken this attitude, but 
believe that are the main education conscious, and that the majority 
feel their need, and are desirous making good the missed lacked 
opportunities the past. have passed the milestones which mark 
the places where feared that there would not enough centres 
round order keep even small staff teachers engaged the 
whole year, and even when this was assured, the fear that our subscrip- 
tions would not ample provide for them living wage. The year 
just closed found its beginning, unable meet the number 
appeals coming our President from all directions the country for

Attendance 


attendance last year was splendid. Four centres made 
average over per cent., twenty centres over per cent., and 
four only fell slightly below our minimum standard per cent. 


Home Economics 


LTHOUGH this branch our work yet its infancy and 
has suffered this year through the loss one our two specially 
trained teachers, yet there steady growth. The work was carried 
into six centres, with 350 women and girls attending the classes. Could 
have had second teacher which would have enabled double 


our centres, the 537 students last year would have been considerably 
increased. 


HIS subject conjunction with our evening classes receiving 
more and more attention. Although singing and music have 
special place our regular time-table, several our teachers places 
where the demand was great and other needs not pressing, managed

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Social Service 


WHILE this side our work gradually coming into its own, and 

hope ere long, will have specially trained full-time workers 
engaged it, our teachers places where other organization 
has attempted it, continue give valuable service this direction, 
The seventy-odd case records the year tell pitiful story economic 
stress shifting unemployment, poor housing conditions, 
resultant ravages the moral, mental and physical standards our 
people. Our teachers during the year paid 4,044 visits the homes, 
and while their influence the dissemination hope and faith the 
hearts our people cannot measured can academic progress, 
yet know that their highest and most lasting contribution. 
Provided with first-aid kits from the Public Health Department, our 
teachers were able, places where nurse doctor was available, 
administer minor ills and accidents; and where epidemics such 
measles prevailed, their influence was used the side proper pre- 
cautions being taken and some cases assisting the work inocu- 
lation. Mothers’ Clubs are special feature this branch our work. 


Teaching Staff 


teaching staff consists teachers, including the Field Secre- 


tary and two teachers Navigation. 


Statistics 


INCE 1931, adult classes have been held 203 centres, with 

enrolment over 10,000 students. These figures not include 
those who attended the Evening Classes the Memorial University 
College St. John’s. The average enrolment for the past two years 
the Memorial University College has been 350. The Evening Classes 
the College begin the first week October and end May. 


Summer School 


HANKS the generosity the Carnegie Corporation New York, 

which supplied with the necessary funds, were able open 
our first Adult Education Summer School St. John’s July last. 
was held the Y.W.C.A. Building, and was conducted somewhat along 
the lines the Danish Folk School. There were students, some 
them from the most isolated parts the country.

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The Summer School students took special interest weaving, 
and since their return home, some them have had looms made locally, 
and now they are teaching this art their own settlements. 

The Adult Education Summer School and the Co-operative Summer 
School worked together. The Adult Education teachers taught Reading, 
Writing, Spelling, English, Arithmetic, Newfoundland History, Civics, 
Household Science, Home-making, Weaving and Community Singing. 
The Co-operative students attended some these classes, and our 
women took the following subjects from the Co-operative teachers, 
namely: Co-operation, Folk-dancing, Public Speaking, Community 
Organization and Home Nursing. 

The teaching Household Science was special feature the 
Summer School. Two the students were set apart turn 
help the Household Science teacher college graduate Household 
Economics), selecting the menu, preparing the food, setting and 
decorating the table, and serving table. list recipes desired 
the students was made and typed copies forwarded them. 

The fifteen students were specially selected from those our Adult 
Schools who gave promise leadership their various communities. 
They were delighted with the Summer School and they have gone back 
with enthusiasm all their power for the welfare and betterment 
the communities which they live.

Many 
them have never seen the inside any schoolroom and many appreciative 
parents have seen their children grow adolescence and beyond carry- 
ing their school studies with brilliant and 
Through grade after grade they advanced, many them receiving their 
Entrance High School Diplomas. This system has long since ceased 
experimental British Columbia. Nothing could would ever stop 
it. has become the accepted and unquestioned right our isolated 
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pioneering families. will continue long men’s ambitions and occupa- 
tions carry them into the alluring wilds this great province and brave 
young wives resolve accompany them. 


High School Correspondence Courses 


years passed and then quite naturally the question was raised, 

not extend the system give measure secondary education 
young people whose circumstances precluded their attendance high 
and the spring 1929 the writer was entrusted with the organizing 
our first High School Correspondence Courses. Announcements were 
sent broadcast throughout the Province and the first students were regis- 
tered August that year. From that time down the time writing 
scarcely week has passed when some student has not applied for instruc- 
tion high school courses for never has been one our slogans. 
During our first year registered 597 students the enrolment has steadily 
increased and last year amounted total 2,285. 


What Courses are Offered? 


OMPULSORY high school subjects such English, Social Studies, 

languages, mathematics and commercial courses. the present time 
practically all high school subjects are included throughout the four-years 
for junior matriculation and high school graduation, also senior matricula- 
tion which stands for first year university credit. The regular sciences— 
general science, physics, chemistry, biology, agriculture and home eco- 
nomics, are taught according approved methods, very satisfactory experi- 
mental work being provided for. Individual sets science equipment are 
made and supplied substantial reduction through the Text-book 
Branch. 

Technical-Vocational courses are offered including mechanical drawing, 
building construction, automotive engineering, commercial art, electricity, 
radio, engineering drawing, diesel engineering, geology and mining, 
forestry, painting and decorating, plumbing, heating and steam-fitting, and 
steam engineering. Most these technical courses can carried older 
boys high schools, where such subjects are not taught, and each stands 
for five units credit towards high school graduation. This plan, intro- 
duced for the first time this year, proving beneficial for many boys who 
have not access high schools offering technical courses. With the 
approval the principal any student attending high school may carry 
three courses correspondence. This important concession makes 
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possible for students the smaller high schools have instruction sub- 
jects not offered such schools. also helps meet class and time- 
table difficulties especially the case newcomers from outside schools, 


Fees and Conditions for Registration 


TUDENTS working for high school credit must have entrance high 
school standing before registering for high school correspondence 
courses. the case adults wishing vocational and personal improve- 
ment courses evidence ability profit the instruction the main 
qualification. Preliminary qualifying tests are sometimes given cases 
doubt. For regular students carrying high school courses, there 
residence they must live over three miles from their nearest high 
superior school the courses required are available there. investiga- 
tion was found that 75% the students enrolled lived over miles from 
the nearest high school, 48% over miles and 16% over miles. The 
residence clause does not apply the case adults (over years age) 
nor pupils physically handicapped, including patients hospitals, sanitoria, 
etc. Students under years age who are not attending high school may 
enrolled regular correspondence courses the recommendation 
the principal the high school other local school authority. 

Students under years age are not required pay tuition fees but 
all must pay annual registration fee $2.00 with the exception 
students hospitals and public institutions such the Boys’ Industrial 
School, the Provincial Training School for Boys (Borstal Unit), the Girls’ 
Industrial Home, and the Oakalla Prison Farm. Regular students, 
years age, pay tuition fees the rate $2.00 per subject, per grade. 
Those over years age pay $5.00 and those carrying technical and 
senior matriculation courses somewhat higher rate but never exceeding 
$10.00 per subject. Young men indentured apprentices under the 
British Columbia Apprenticeship Act and who cannot get class instruction 
local technical night schools, may enrol for technical courses 
correspondence. Returned soldiers and dependents same pay the annual 
registration fee but tuition fees. This also holds true for families 
relief and for all cases where inability pay tuition fees has been indicated 
local authorities. 


Relation Correspondence Instruction Adult Education 


URING the past year total 1,187 students years age 
over have been registered for correspondence courses and the num- 
bers are steadily increasing. Practically all courses (88 courses the 
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present) are open them although the majority are enrolled technical 
and commercial courses. Without doubt there large and growing 
opportunity for great educational service through adult correspondence 
home-study courses. British Columbia have already done enough 
show that much more could done. are constantly being asked 
for courses that have not yet been able offer because limited funds 
for the purpose. For social reasons organized classes for adults towns 
and cities are great value, but from the standpoint serious learning 
and efficient instruction the individual home-study method has many 
advantages. any rate not too much say that any comprehensive 
system adult education cannot afford omit correspondence courses 
suitable adults urban well rural communities.
